They can be excused for 
the suspicious but not for pub- 
licly proclaming them without 
proof, which hasn't yet been of- 
fered Phil O'Connel. 

Our best information is that

at actions of opponents whose 
ideas did not occur to them. 
Politics makes strange bed- 
fellows and produce peculiar 
mental gyrations in many.
